HAS $50,000 CLAIM 


John M. Wagelein, Missing 
Official, Also Is Said to 
Have Padded Payroll — 
Assets of Company Now 
$14,000. 


Testimony that John M. Wage- 
lein, president-treasurer of the 
Kew-Ideal Pump and Manufactur- 
ing Co., 5475 Easton avenue, had 
borrowed thousands of dollars on 
bad paper and had padded the 
company’s payroll, was given to- 
day before Circuit Judge Miller 
by Louls J. Kupferle, 
dent. 

The testimony was given in a 
hearing on Kupferle’s application 
for a receivership, filed last Mon- 
day. In that petition, Kupferle 
charged Wagelein had ‘abscond- 
ed and left for -parts unknown,” 
and today he testified he still does 
not know where Wagelein is. 

Incorporated For $300,000. 

The company was incorporated 
in 1922 with $300,000 
stock, of which $40,006 is paid. 
Kupferle said he attended _ to 
sales outside, leaving Wagelein in 
control of the factory operations 
and finances. He said Wagelein 
borrowed money on4 notes from 
the Remedial System of Loaning 
and also by discounting billy of 
lading, teadg acceptances)and oth- 
er negotiable tristruments. 
It has been discovered 
much of this paper was forged, 
and the Remedial Co., is a large 
creditor, with claims of $50,000 to 
$67,000, Kupferle testified. 

One method of forgery, the wit- 
ness continued, was to alter gen- 
uine bills of lading. For example.

Wagelein also whs accused bv 
Kupferle of misappropriating 
company funds obtained by draw- 
ing checks payable to ‘cash.’ Kup- 
ferle is not certain as to the sums 
as the company's books are 
muddled.

The” company's present assets 
were placed at $14,000 by’: Kuper- 
fle.~ Against this, he listed liabili- 
ties as follows: $15,000 due on 
merchandise, $1700 on overdraft 
at Mercantile Trust Co., another |

$50,000 to $67,000 claimed by the 
Remedial.

The cause of peace scored a victory at Locarno yes- 
terday which seems destined to give that remote 


Swiss village a commanding place in history. 


Germany officially amnounced her adhesion to the 
Rhine pact which will be signed by Germany. France 
and Belgium as principals, with Great Britain and 


Assurance was also giren as to the progress of the 
hegotiations for the drafting of arbitration treaties 
between Poland and Germany and Czecho-Siovakia 
and Germany. The problem of the Polish-German 
treaty was practically solved, according to the As- 
sociated Press report, by a mutual agreement to refer 
all disputes to arbitration, including those arising 
from frontier questions. 

The desire of France for a guarantee for her 
Fastern allies, Poland and Czecho-Slovakia, was com- 
plied with through a provision for additional treaties 
under which France will have the right to protect 
the territorial integrity of those two countries against 
flagrant aggression. Germany agrees to this. and in 
so doing she has given conciusive testimony of her

The success of the Locarno conference cannot be 
attributed to any one country or to the ekill of the 
-onferees. It is the result of the genera! realiza- 
tion by European statesmen that the countries of 
Europe must dwell in neighborly friendliness.

The comedy 
passages particularly—such as the 
pomposities of Polonious and the 
macabre pleasantries of the grave- 
diggers—-seemed suddenly no long- 
er literature but contemporary fun. 


The effect, in sum, was that of a 
statue come to life.

| The new law is an enactment 
ot provisions of Article 27 and is 
| couched in terms which are re- 
|garded by American oil interests 
|as giving the article that retro- 
}active effect against which the 
United States has protested. 
| The only possible market for 
| American holdings would be to 
| Mexican citizens, inevitably reduc- 
'ing the holdings to a fraction of 
| their actual value, while applica- 
|tion of 100 per cent Mexicaniza- 
ition along the border would con- 
_ceivably wipe out such vast Ameri- 
|can interests as the Cerritos and 
|the Cananea Consolidated Copper. 
| Acquired in Good Faith. 
| These holdings, it is argued by 
| the protesting interests, were ac- 
quired in good faith before Article 
27 was adopted in 1917, and should 
be protected. 

It also is pointed out that under 
_the proposed law, foreign investors 
in Mexico would be compelled to 
waive all right to recourse or pro- 
tection from their own Govern- 
ments under penalty of forfeiting 
'the properties. 
| Although no official copy has 
| been received, it is the understand- 
|ing of those concerned that the 
proposed statute has the backing 
of the Calles government, which 
more than once has been in trouble 
with Washington since it receival 
American recognition.
